The G ettysburg Times. 
Sir: 
Your paper has always been a 
keen prom oter and a ready pub­ 
licity agent 
in 
furthering the 
cause of agricultural extension 
in this county and I take it that 
through your columns I may in 
a brief way urge a more loyal 
support of this im portant w’ork 
by the farm ers of the county. 
The 
extension 
service 
has 
grown since 
1916 
from merely 
running a genera! service office, 
answering farm calls, holding a 
few dem onstrations, attending a 
round of meetings and in general 
handing 
out 
agricultural 
in­ 
form ation to a place where we no 
longer are content with conduct­ 
ing this work with a few mem­ 
bers, but aim to reach 
out 
and 
bring large numbers of people to 
adopt solutions 
for their farm 
problems 
recommended 
by the 
Extension 
Service. 
Worthwhile 
F^xtension 
teaching 
is 
more 
than 
handing 
out 
inform a­ 
tion. 
The 
leadership 
of 
the 
extension 
agent 
should 
lead 
many 
farm ers to 
make desired 
changes in practice. 
Since the 
time I first realized this in com 
work, soil 
fertility, baby beef 
and 
hogs, 
improvement 
and 
progress are not hard to see on 
my farm and in my community. 
Many other 
farm ers 
in Adams 
county could also speak as boom­ 
ingly in regard to their farm 
problems. 
^ 
However, it has been a serious 
concern with me 
for 
the 
past 
three years th at our county does 
not have sufficient appropriation 
to expand the agricultural work 
as other counties 
nearby 
have. 
Instead of increasing our appro­ 
priation, 
ours 
has 
been 
cut, 
w’hile the work still grew, until 
the efficiency of the extension 
agent has been limited. 
While 
we get $1600 a year 
and 
each 
year have been 
cut 
$200 since 
1922 other counties, like Dauphin 
$3500, 
York 
$4000, 
Lancaster 
$3500, F’ranklin $3000, Lebanon 
$2500, 
and 
Cumberland 
$2250, 
have increased their appropria­ 
tions 
and 
foresighted commis­ 
sioners have been enthusiastic in 
their support of the work. 
This 
information I have made an ex­ 
tra effort to collect in 
view 
of 
setting it before the farm ers of 
this 
county 
through 
your col­ 
umns. 
The present 
board of 
Adams 
County Commissioners is doing 
excellent work in 
behalf of the 
tax-payers in every respect and I 
feel certain this year they will 
see the wisdom 
of nourishing 
the work tieing done by the Ex­ 
tension Association for 
all 
the 
farm ers and fruit grow'ers of the 
county and 
cooperate 
with the 
association 
to 
the 
extent 
of 
making available sufficient funds 
to carry on this work in a larger 
w’ay, even to the point of increas­ 
ing the appropriation of public 
funds for this p u rp ose once they 
are convinced, as tney will be 
when they have all the facts in 
the case, of the justification of 
an increase. 
I understand the annual ap­ 
propriation by the county 
com­ 
m issioners 
was 
insufficient last 
year as in 1925 to carry the ex­ 
penses of automobile, oil and gas, 
stenographic 
service, 
postage, 
telegraph, telephone, s u p p l i e s 
and 
traveling 
expenses of the 
county agent. 
As his salary is 
paid by the 
Pennsylvania State 
College we can hardly expect him 
to use any part of it in further­ 
ing the interests of us farm ers 
in Adams county. 
The expenses 
of conducting extension work in 
the county should be borne as 
cheerfully and liberally in Adams 
county 
as 
in the other agricul­ 
tural counties which are forging 
ahead in a big way because of 
sufficient funds for the m ain­ 
tenance 
of 
this, 
the farm er’s 
sendee.

erection of an ornamental gateway on 
North W ashington street. 
Gut grown Usefulness 
The laboratory, which was erected { 
in 1872, is a rambling frame struc­ 
ture and, although several wings have 
been added to it from time to time, it 
has long since outgrown its useful- 
} ness. 
With the completion in June of the j 
Edward S. Brricteobaugh science hall, 
the present chemical laboratory will J 
* no longer be of use bo the college, and 
its razing will not be felt except by I 
those who harbor sentimental recol- 
I lections in connection with it. 
Many men and a few women, who 
have achieved more 
than 
passing 
fame in the world of medicine, chem­ 
istry and allied professions, have lis­ 
tened to lectures, experimented and 
| studied within 
the old 
laboratory 
building. 
A number of years ago, 
however, the. plat ? became too small, 
particularly for the freshman chemis, 
try classes, and w >rk among the stu­ 
dents was 
consequently 
hampered. 
With the onening of the new science 
hall next fall, all congestion will be 
1 overcome. 
Same As Old Gateway 
An architect’s sketch of the gate­ 
way, which is to be erected on North 
W ashington street, has 
been 
ap­ 
proved, ami as soon as work on the 
demolishing of tfce laboratory is finish, 
ed in June, construction of the en­ 
trance will be started. 
The gateway will conform archi­ 
tecturally with the present entrance 
on North Washington street, oppo­ 
s ite W ater street. 
It will be of red 
J brick the two large standards on pith­ 
ier side of the roadway supporting 
'electric lights. 
Although it is understood the col- 
(loge itself will nay for the erection 
• of the new gateway, it is thought 
probable that the present senior class 
at the school may contribute toward 
iit as a memorial to the institution.
